AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAWINGS 

Please replace the original drawing sheets 1 and 2 with the enclosed sheets 1 and 2, 

labeled "Replacement Sheet 1" and "Replacement Sheet 2," respectively. These replacement 
sheets do not contain any new matter. In Replacement Sheet 1 , the new sheet replaces the 
reference number 214 with the reference number 316 to make Fig. 5 consistent with the written 
description, and Replacement Sheet 2 includes a legend designating Figs. 2 and 3 as prior art. 
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REMARKS 

The Applicant is filing this Amendment and Response in response to an Official Action 
dated March 6, 2006. At the time of the Official Action, claims 1, 4-6, 8-10, and 12-15 were 
rejected, and claims 2, 5, 7, and 1 1 were objected to for relying on a rejected parent claim. The 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 2, 5, 7, and 1 1 would be allowable if re- 
written in independent form. Also in the most recent Office Action, Fig. 5 was objected to 
because the element labeled with reference number 214 should be labeled with the reference 
number 316, and Figs. 2 and 3 were objected to because they are not labeled as prior art. Finally, 
a restriction requirement was issued for three claim groups consisting of claims 1-15, 16-17, and 
18-20, respectively. 

With respect to the restriction requirement, as noted in the Office Action, attorney Michael 
Fletcher elected to prosecute claim group 1, consisting of claims 1-15, during a telephone 
conversation on February 23, 2006. By this Response and Amendment, the Applicant affirms 
this election and cancels claims 16-20. 

With respect to the objections to the drawings, Applicant respectfully asserts that 
Replacement Sheets 1 and 2 enclosed with this Response and Amendment render the Examiner's 
objections moot. As noted above, Replacement Sheet 1 changes the reference number for the 
long bitline to 316, and Replacement Sheet 2 includes a legend labeling Figs. 2 and 3 as prior art. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw this objection. 
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Finally, Applicant respectfully asserts that all of the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance. By this response, each of the pending independent claims is amended to recite the 
subject matter of a claim that the Examiner indicated is allowable. Specifically, independent 
claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter previously recited by claim 2, 
independent claim 4 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter previously recited by 
claim 5, independent claim 6 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter previously 
recited by claim 7, and independent claim 10 has been amended to incorporate the subject matter 
previously recited by claim 11. Additionally, incorporated claims 2, 5, 7, and 1 1 are canceled, 
and claims 16-20 are canceled in accordance with the above-noted restriction requirement. 
Therefore, the Applicant respectfully stresses that pending claims 1, 3-4, 6, 8-10, and 12-15 are 
in condition for allowance.
